$2.30 per 1000 gallons for their water 
supply. The people of Elba pay 4Ue 
and it is possible for the farm people 
to have an abundant supply of water 
at a cost of only 18¢ per 1000 gallons. 
Is it economy to pay $2.80 for some- 
thing that we can get for 18¢? With 
the present method of carrying water 
by hand we lost $2.17 on every 1000 
gallons of water we use. Why do we 
pay $2.80? 

Whether we do the work ourselves 
or hire someone else there is a value 
on the work, Time yourself and see 
how long it will take you to carry into 
and from the house as waste a thous- 
and gallons of water. Value your 
time at the small sum of 10¢ per hour 
and if you are the average farm wo- 
man you will find that it has cost you 
$2.80. Why not spend that time rais- 
ing some produce for the market. 
Spend 18¢ for a water system (for 
that is what it would cost for every 
gallon) and put the other $2.17 in 
the bank. 

A complete water system including 
bath-room conveniences can be bought 
for $400.00 or less. This can be 
bought part at a time at a small out- 
lay of cash at each time. Tt is an in- 


should economize in every way possi- 
ble and for that reason we-cannot af- 
ford to pay $2.80 when we can get 
the same thing for 13¢.

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Judge Bartimeus M. Weeks 
yas the fourth Probate Judge 
of Coffee County, succeeding 
Judge B. W. Starke. He began 
his term of office on August 4, 
1868, and served only one term 
of six years. Judge Weeks was 
a Republican. 

His election was during the 
reconstruction period and while 
Alabama was under military 
rule. Elections were held under 
the supervision of military die- 
tators. Many loyal citizens had 
been disfranchised. In Coffee 
an election was at the County 
Seat at Elba and was presided 
over by one Mr. Rowe, who 
had been sent here from New 
Orleans. The people came from 
all parts of the County to cast 
their votes, and it was the busi 
ness of Mr. Rowe to pass upon 
their qualifications before cast- 
ing their votes. 

This man Rowe would sit at 
the door of the Court House 
and arbitrarily pass upon who 
showld and who should not vote 
in the election of officers. At 
that time there were saloons in 
Elba, and Mr. Rowe was a good 
patron of the saloon, it is said, 
and would occasionally  sus- 
pend the election and go over 
and take aonther drink. Voting 
in this~ manner went on for 
about three days, and the citi- 
zens of the County began to re- 
sent such conduct. One John 
Terry who lived near Clinton- 
ville led a crowd of loyal citi- 
zens in revolt and marched in- 
to the Court House, seized the 
ballot boxes and threw  thett 
into Pea River. This broke up 
the election, but Supervisor 
Rowe and his managers agatn 
assembled and declared the re- 
sults in favor, of the election o¥ 
Judge Weeks, and at the same 
tinte they declared Phillip ing 
aleeted as Senator and John 
G. Moore elected as Represen- 
tative. The County Commission- 
ers elected were: Bryant 
Spears, W. Riley Snellgrove, 
M. M. Maddox, and David Gar- 
vison. Judge Weeks met first 
with his new Court of County 
Commissioners on August 24, 
1868. In 1869 McKinneth Page 
ond Elijah Boles succeeded Bry 
ant Spears and David Garrison 
as County Commissioners. John 
Cc. Jolly was tax assessor, 
James M. Crosby Sheriff, and 
Wiley Williams Circuit Clerk. 

In the year of 1868 Geneva 
County was established by law, 
taking from ‘Soffee County 
much of its former territory, 
and a debt commission report- 
ed that Geneva County’s pro- 
rata of the public debt which 
the new County of Geneva 
should pay Coffee County was 
293,729.52. The re-arrangement 
of the County boundaries 
changed the Commissioners 
districts and the personel of 
(wo. of the Commissioners. In 
1871 a local act was passed 
authorizing the Court of Coun- 
ty Commissioners to define the 
boundaries of all four commis- 
sinoers districts, and this law 
has never been changed. On 
account of the organization of 
the new County of Geneva com- 
missioners’ District lines were 
moved northward. On May 1, 
1871, the Court of County Com- 
missioners made an order divid- 
‘ing the County north and south 
|by Range ilne between 20 and 
©1. and east and west by town- 
ship lines between 5 and 6. 
'This arrangement continued 
luntil October 7, 1924, when the 
\Court of County commissic aers 
\made new boundaries for the 
‘four districts so as to group In- 
‘o the Commissioners districts 
‘whole beats and us'ng the beat 
lines to form dividing lines be- 
tween commissioners distrets. 

In February 1872, four new 
'commssioners took charge and 
held thei rfirst term of office. 
These were I. T. Law, W. W. 
lTate, Jas. M. Adkinson, and 
'Tnmes Churchwell. Mr. A. 
iVaughn succeeded Wiley Wil- 
‘liams as. Circuit Clerk. Mr. 
jJames I, Warren was County 
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treasurer until 1872 when he 
was succeeded by Mr. P. J. 
Ham who served during the 
remainder of Judge Weeks’ ad- 
ministration. Mr. H, E. Dan- 
nelley succeeded James M. 
Crosby as Sheriff. James a. 
Davis succeeded John C. Jolly 
as tax assessor, and W. J. Snell- 
grove was the tax collector dur- 
ing first part of Judge Weeks’ 
administration, and was suc- 
ceeded by Jesse O'Neal. At 
this time Geo. P. Roberts was 
Register in Chancery, J. BE. P. 
Flourncy was County Solicitor, 
and W. D. Roberts County At- 
torney. 

There was not much business 
transacted fox the County dur- 
ing these years as the taxes col- 
lected were very small. County 
paupers were contracted to 
James M. Crosby for their keep 
ing as there was no poor 
house. The Court House had 
been completed during Judge 
Starke’s administration, and all 
county officials were in the 
new court house. 

There was much feeling ex- 
isting between factions in the 
county, resulting from divisions 
in the War, and this feeling 
was intensified by treatment of 
loyal citizens during reconstruc 
tion times. Constant changes 
were being made in office. In 
fact, during the six years Judge 
Weeks was in the Probate of- 
fice the county government was 
continuously under going 
change from the rule of the 
Union sympathizers to the fac- 
tion loyal to. the South during 
the War, and in 1874 when 
Judge Weeks’ term ended and 
Judge Daniel Gillis,’a Confed- 
crate soldier, was elected, 
sweeping changes were made 
all over Alabama. Judge 
Weeks is the only Republican 
Probate Judge Coffee has had. 

Judge Weeks was a gooa 
man. He was a farmer and re- 
sided near Weeks bridge on 
Pea River when elected as Pro- 
bate Judge. After his term of 
office he purchased the farm 
later owned by Mr. John B. 
Reeves near Woodland Grove 
Church, later removing to the 
place known to us as the Bra- 
zella H. Mixon place on the 
Weeks Bridge and Geneva 
road. 

Judge Weeks did not do ser- 
vice in the Civil War, being 
too old. He was a man of small 
stature, fond of sports and 
horse-back riding. I had hop- 
ed to give a personal sketch of 
his life, but as yet have not ob- 
tained the necessary informa- 
tion. His last Will is recorded 
in the Probate office, showing 
his death on August 1, 1882. 
Mr. Aaron Harper was his Ex- 
ecutor, and Mrs. M. A. Harper 
and Mary E. Marsh were nis 
only next of kin i nthe County. 
John W. Weeks residing in the 
State of Illinois, W. W. Weeks 
in Washington County, Fia., 
and some other relatives resid- 
ing in Dale County. If there are 
any persons who cap give me 
more information about Judge 
Weeks personal history I will 
thank them to write me.
